Camacho, who is also 
chairman of several 
committees to further the 
goals of. Third World 
Americans in education and 
employment, announced the 
possibility of having UFWOC 
chief negotiator, Dolores 
Huerta, lecture at UCSC. 

Mrs. Huerta is tentatively 
scheduled to speak next 
Thursday, April 8, at 5 pm, in 
the Upper Quarry. 

Coinciding with the 
possible appearance of Mrs. 
Huerta, Mecha representative 
Ed Escobedo told newsmen 
that .there will be a 
campuswide fast here, 
Thursday, April 8, -with 
proceeds to go to Salinas 
Valley striking farm workers 
and their children. 

In conjunction with the 
fast, students this week have 
been collecting names of meal 


ticket holders who have 
agreed to fast next Thursday. 

In addition, fliers 
concerning the fast have been 
put in student mail boxes, 
with petition collection boxes 
placed nearby. 

Deadline for student 
signatures on the fast petition 
is tomorrow, April 2. 

Besides the fast, SVHC has 
scheduled such fund raising 
events as movies, bake sales 
and poster selling.

Chancellor says 27,500 is ‘too large’; 


optimum enrollment would be 10—15,000 |

SAN FRANCISCO-—A 


reconsideration of UCSC’s 


“ultimate size” was urged by 
Chancellor Dean E. McHenry 
during a presentation of the 
Santa Cruz physical plan at 
the UC Regents meeting here 
last month. 

McHenry said that the 
ultimate enrollment of 
27,500 students called for in 
the original plan would be 
“too large a unit” and 
calimed that “an optimum 
would be ten to fifteen 
thousand.” 

He mentioned that the 
Chamber of Commerce, the 
City Council, and the Board 
of Supervisors had come out 
against the 27,500 figure. 

McHenry foresaw a 
levelling off of student 
enrollment between 1980-90 


which he felt might facilitate 
the reduction of the original 
size. 

In explaining difficulties 
of campus development, he 
cited the possibility that the 
Highway Commission might 
run a freeway through the 
bottom of the campus. 

This he felt would disturb 
the “serenity” of the area and 
cause a “noise pollution” 
problem. 

McHenry, Campus 
architect Jack Wagstaff, and 
Consulting Architect Ernest 
J. Kump outlined the main 
features of the campus 
physical plan and illustrated 
their talks with color slides. 

The Chancellor noted that 
it would be necessary to 


revise the estimate of the 
percentage of students living 
in formitories on campus. 

Campus planners, he said, 
underestimated the 
attractiveness of beach 
cottages, mountain cabins, 
and old Victorian houses as 
student residences. 

Assistant Vice-Chancellor 
Harold Hyde pointed out that 
three or four students can 


’ replace a senior citizen in an 


off-campus house and cited

Regents hear UCSC academic plan

SAN FRANCISCO—At a 
Friday morning consultation 
with the President of the 
University and the Board of 
Regents, a UCSC team 
consisting of Chancellor 
McHenry, University 
Librarian Donald Clark, 
Student Rep. Luis Campos, 
Crown Provost. Kenneth 
Thimann, and Vice-Chancel- 
lor Robert Adams presented a 


‘progress report on the Santa 


Cruz academic plan. 

McHenry went first and 
claimed leadership for UCSC 
in ten areas: 

—The beauty of the site 
and the ‘‘restraint and 


sensitivity” with which it has 
been developed. 

—The cluster college 
system. 

—The high quality of 
students entering the 
University. UCSC generally 
gets four times as many 
applicants as can be accepted. 

—Academic excellence in 
those who graduate. McHenry 
cited the large number of 
Woodrow Wilson fellowships 


. garnered by UCSC students in 


recent years. 

—The pass-fail grading 
system, which McHenry 
called a “qualified success” at 
a press conference later. He 
lauded it as ‘“the first 
full-scale experiment in 


reforming the grading system 
at a major college or 
University.” 

—The computerized 
catalogue development in the 
library. 

—The ‘‘spirit and 
productivity” of the student 
garden project. 

—The high proportion of 
students doing field work and 
internship studies. 

—The ‘‘extraordinarily 
close contacts between 
faculty and students.” 

—The large number of gifts 
and grants. ‘‘Nearly 
$6,000,000 has been raised 
from foundations and 
individual donors,” he said.

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CRLA: it’s doomed to die 
for doing its job too well

must die because it has failed as an agency of: 


the OEO (Office of Economic Opportunity). 
It must be dissolved because it took its 
official OEO mandate too seriously, and as 
most people that have had any sort of 
knowledge of OEO programs undoubtedly 
know, the OEO always says one thing and 
really means another. For although the 
programs (most of them) must develop and 
maintain community leadership and 
community involvement as per OEO 
guidelines, these agencies must always 
interpret this to be merely lip-service to the 
poor. In order to insure that these agencies 
abide by this unwritten but highly used 
lip-service rule, the Feds have, in their bag of 
tricks, such things as the Nelson 
Amendment, and the Hatch Act, in addition 
to one ‘‘of color” called the Green 
Amendment. All these are specifically 
disigned to prevent these OEO agencies’ staff 
from participating with the same community 
and leadership in “political issues” involving 
the poor. For example, while OEO says that 
these agencies should make the community 
aware and politicized to the point where 
they can rally around mutual problems of 
poverty, etc., to attempt to solve them, at 
the same time these workers that have 
‘‘made the community aware and 
politicized,” must suddenly and abruptly 
disattach themselves from the community at 
the point when the community pickets the 
Board of Supervisors for housing for the

poor for example. At this point it becomes 
partisan politics and they must pull out or 
lose their jobs with the OEO agency for 
violating all the various federal acts. 

Needless to say, this has by and large 
been the destiny so far of OEO agencies with 
very few exceptions—a token bone for the 
poor. This is not to say that some of these 
agencies have not been semi-successful in 
bringing about some relief to the poor of 
this country. 

CRLA is perhaps one of the few, if not 
the only agency that has steered plenty away 
from token bone-tossing services to the 
poor. Through a rigorous, and sometimes 
persistent use of the legal system, this 
agency is singlehandedly responsible for 
many of the benefits the poor have at the 
present vis the class action legal suits which 
affect the relations of tens of thousands of 
the poor to the institutions of society. And 
it is because of the far-reaching impact that 
many of these CRLA cases have for the poor 
that it must die. 

“Thous shallt not bite the hand that feeds 
thee (or so goes the saying). “In the same 
fashion CRLA SHOULD NOT sue the 
institutions of the government, namely: 
DHEW, Department of Labor, Office of 
Education, etc., since it is this same 
government, through the OEO, that provides 
CRLA its funds. In this same vein, I cannot 
criticize my mother because she gave me 
birth. 

Like the UFWOC (United Farm Workers 
Organizing Committee), CRLA has brought 
many actions against and changes from the 
big agribusiness of California, such as in the 
area of illegal and discriminatory firing of 
farmworkers, stricter sanitation and safety 
regulations and enforcement and compliance 
therewith, and in the area of on-the-job 
injury and equitable compensation, etc. At 
present it is truing to abolish the use of the 
murderous short-handle hoe in the 
agricultural fields of the Salinas Valley. It 
goes without saying that all these actions 
have been highly unwelcome headaches for 
the state’s farming industry and “affiliates.” 
For this gross impertinence and misconduct, 
CRLA must end. 

CRLA has not only been instrumental in 
bringing about changes such as_ those 
mentioned above, but has made it known to 
the poor, the farm-worker, the neglected and 
forgotten, etc., that at long last, at the end 
of all the cagarruta (goat turds) rhetoric of 
unkept promises, there is an agency that 
genuinely cares and constantly labors for 
theirs. At long last there is a place where 
they can go for redress of grievance knowing 
that at least there they will not be fed more 
caqarrutas in the form of excuses and time 
consuming run-arounds. 

CRLA is not perfect, not by a long shot, 
and I am one of the first to admit this. But it 
sure as hell is the best thing (legalwise) that 
has ever come to the front porch of the 
poor. No doubt it has made mistakes (who 
hasn’t), such as unprofessionalism of some 
of its individual attorneys, etc. However, to 
my knowledge these mistakes have largely 
been minor even when not compared to the 
many long-awaited changes it has brought 
through and within the legal system. 

As far back as I can recall, people have 
been saying, “There are channels and ways 
within the legal system of doing things and 
of bringing change to the poor,” and “Why 
does there have to be violence and militancy 
for social change?” Yet for using that same 
legal system, and for utilizing those legal 
ways to bring about changes for the poor 
CRLA should cease to exist. For bringing 
justice to those who had known it to be but 
a word, for bringing some pride to those 
who had had very little, for all this CRLA 
must not exist.

UCSD ‘Institute’ mails 
right-wing materials

College students 
throughout the nation have 
been receiving leaflets this 
year bearing a La Jolla, 
California postmark and 
warning about the goals and 
tactics of campus radicals. 
The colorful mailings bear the 
name Campus Studies 
Institute as the sender and 
invite the recipients to write 
to a post office box in San 
Diego with comments about 
the ideas presented. Students 
who have inquired about 
details of the organization’s 
operations have usually been 
sent form letters or other 
colorful leaflets. Because this 
organization is attempting to 
mold student opinion 
throughout the United States 
the Triton Times has 
conducted a_ month-long 
nationwide investigation in an 
effort to reveal the sources of 
support as well as the scope 
of activities of Campus 
Studies Institute. 

CSI conducts several 
programs which it says are 
designed to combat 
“anarchistic trends on the 
nation’s campuses.” The most 
ambitious of these programs 
is a direct mail campaign 
aimed at college (and more 


recently high school) 
‘ students. CSI is also involved 


in an_ extensive billboard 
campaign and the production 
of radio spot announcements 
condemning campus turmoil. 

Campus Studies Institute 
has also sponsored campus 
appearances of conservatives, 
including one at UCSD by 
cartoonist Al Capp. Capp also 
narrates CSI’s radio 
announcements. 

Campus Studies Institute 
claims that their mailings 
have gone to students at 331 
schools in all parts of the 
United States. According to 
CSI promotional literature 
the list of schools include 
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Harvard University, 
Rosemont College in 
Pennsylvania, and the 
University of California 
campuses at San Diego, Santa 
Barbara, and Irvine. The 
Institute claims to have 
twelve different leaflets 
which they send to students 
in a series of six to nine ona 
bi-weekly basis. 

The first leaflet which 
students receive contains 
color pictures of five 
billboard messages. Students 
are asked to write to CSI with 
their opinions about which 
message is the most effective. 
One of the picutes shows a: 
Molotov cocktail with a peace 
symbol around its neck. A 
caption reads ‘‘Strange 
Bedfellows.”” Another of the 
pictures, this one of a blazing 
sun, asks “What if they gave a 
riot and nobody came.” 
Students are told they are 
being asked to vote on the 
billboard messages because 
the Institute is ‘attempting 
to determine their 
effectiveness in furthering 
non-violent attitudes on the 
part of students.” 

Another of the leaflets 
which students receive shows 
a picture of a door and asks 
“What’s behind the classroom 
door?” This pamphlet “shows 
that a segment of the faculty 
is the heart of the problem 
and is responsible for student 
unrest on college campuses 
today according to a CSI 


brochure soliciting funds.” 


The leaflet asks students if 
their professors are guilty of 
various sins including 
neglecting teaching duties, 
politicizing the classroom, 


assigning grades on a political 
basis, and failing to present 
various points of view when 
discussing controversial 
issues. On the last page of the

Make ’em laugh 


The stereotyped image a layman has of a. scientist 
approaches a machine’s mind in a man’s body, gloating over a 
myriad of bubbling testubes in the dead of night, every waking 
hour absorbed by nothing but his work. 


At the risk of iconoclasm, let it now be known that, in 
reality, scientists are people, just like almost everyone 
else...the only difference being in that their occupational 
interest happens to lie in manipulating Greek letters and 
expensive glassware rather than canned goods or textbooks by 
Freud. 

Just like non-science types, mathematicians, biologists, ad 
nauseum, have feelings, enjoy good music, are concerned 
about Vietnam, raise their families .. . and posses a keen sense 
of humor. 

However, their humor runs in quite a different vein than 
that exemplified by say, the comics in the Santa Cruz Sentinel. 
For instance, our own chemistry professor Joseph Bunnett 
published a paper in the 15 January, 1971 issue of the Journal 
of Organic Chenistry: written entirely in blank verse. 

Also of local origin are the names of several earthquake 
faults. A UCSC geology class was doing some field work on 
campus when it came upon three heretofore unknown minor 
earthquake faults. Since the students were the discoveres of 
the faults, they had the privelege of naming them. And from 
now on the three will be officially labeled on United States 
Geological Survey maps as Your Fault, My Fault, and 
McHenry’s Fault. 

The field of Information and Computer Science is often 
regarded by those out of the know as. an area completely 
devoid of human feeling, much less humor. Well, tell that to 
the operator (also on campus) who slipped a few extra cards 
into one scientist’s computer program. Half way through the 
printout, the machine stopped dead. Surprised, the scientist 
pushed the start button of the printer—and received one 
answering line of type: I WON’T GO ON TILL I-GET.A 
WOMAN. 

On a more colossal—nay, cosmic—scale was the great Moon 
Hoax of 1835, quite reminiscent of Orson Welles’ broadcast of 
“War of the Worlds” in our own cenfury. It must be 
remembered that during the nineteenth century, the notion of 
lunar inhabitants was a quite appealing one—and one that even 
respectable scientists could seriously entertain. Even in the 
1890’s there were experiments conducted to determine 
whether or not the moon had an earth-like atmosphere. 

An enterprising contributor to the American daily 
newspaper the New York Sun in the summer of 1835 
conceived the idea of using the investigations of the 
astronomer Sir John Herschel as the basis for a series of 
articles containing reports of fantastic discoveries of objects on 
the surface of the moon, supposedly made by Herschel with 
the aid of a completely new type of telescope. 

After a skillfully devised introduction, adorned with 
scientific arguments and glorious descriptions of the principles 
and construction of this marvelous telescope, the reader was 
regaled with romantic accounts of the moon’s paradise-like 
woods and meadows, hills and valleys, and even its living 
creatures. Pictures containing every conceivable fantasy, plus 
some, accompanied the reports. 

The series aroused much interest, and the circulation of the 
Sun soared overnight. Because of the slowness of 
communication of information in those days, it was weeks 
before Herschel at the Cape of Good Hope heard anything 
about the articles, which of course were sheer fabrication from 
start to finish. Still more weeks passed before his rebuttal was 
published. Meanwhile, the story had flown to Europe, and 
Herschel’s ‘‘moon men” became the main topic of 
conversation in all the literary salons and cafes. A publishing 
house in Hamburg, Germany even dished out the Moon Hoax 
in book form with a long, authoritative-sounding (and 
unpronounceable) title. ;

Does alcohol (?) destroy brain 
cells? 

Assuming you mean “drinking” 
alcohol (ethanol); embalming of brain 
cells (along with lots of other body 
cells) does occur when its use is 
abused. 

Is there any truth to the claim that 
water beds have orthopedic value? 
Can they really offer enough support? 

Water beds are new “creature 
comforts” for our civilization. Their 
virtues are being extolled without 
ascertaining the distractions. First, it 
has been found that they leak if not 
properly constructed. This leads to 
flooding and water damage. Short 
circuits have been said to have 


occurred from faulty wiring. These 
implications could be fatal. Therefore 
they may be considered dangerous 
from these points of view. I have not 
learned of the orthopedic values 
which may be ascribed to them and 
would be inclined to doubt that water 
beds possess such virtues. 

When the back muscles are tired 
and often spastic from supporting the 
body upright, they require a firm 
surface rather than’ one which 
conforms to the body contours. It is 
the change of “pressure points” on 
the back which allows the fatigued 
muscles to relax. For one not troubled 
with low back pain and endowed with 
purse and patience they are probably 
heaven sent. 


Could you explain the difference 
between speed, amphetamines, and 
diet pills? 

Essentially they all are names for 
the same thing. Sye.ed is the street 
name for amphetamines. Diet pills, 
that is prescription type medication, 
are usually amphetamine containing. 
The reason that amphetamine is used 
in “‘diet pills’”’ is because 
amphetamines have the effect of 
diminishing appetite as well as 
“speeding up” reactions. However the 
appetite suppression effect is lost 
within 2-4 weeks and those who 
continue to take so called diet pills for 
long periods of time are taking them 
for the “‘speed”’ reaction and probably 
are psychologically addicted. I 
personally feel that amphetamines are 
one of the most dangerous drugs 
around. Their medical use is certainly 
not that of health giving or supporting 
importance and the danger of turning 
your mind into jelly is too well 
supported to be doubted.

CRLA has its head on chopping block

it must give way to a new way of delivering 
legal services to the poor—a program called 
Judicare. 

This new legal system or program for the 
poor that is being proposed by many 
political henchmen will be the Pandora’s 
Box of the poor—a massive caqarruta (in 


case you missed the definition, see above 
three paragraphs in parentheses) the poor 
have to swallow. Keep in mind constantly 
that this is not intended as a means of 
seriously delivering legal services to the poor, 
but as an appetizer not only for the 
government but for agribusiness, after all a 
big ferocious dog without “teeth” cannot 
bite. Among some of the problems with this 
Judicare program is the one of cost. 

By admission upon a sworn affidavit, the 
former director of the recently-terminated 
Washington Township (OEO) Judicare 
program (South Alameda County, 
California), this program has been a dismal 
failure. He states: 

To the best of my recollection, from the 
begining of the program in 1966, the 
Judicare lawyers have: 

A.) Never filed a class action suit; 

B.) Never appealed a case; 

C.) Never filed an action in Federal court; 

D.) Never initiated any Superior Court 
(trial level) actions, except domestic 
relations; 


E.) Never been involved in a jury trial; 

F.) Almost never been involved in any 
type of trial; 

G.) Almost never initiated any actions 
other than domestic ones. (sworn statement 
on affidavit of Jerald Wilhelm, former 
director of the Legal Assistance Center of 
Washington Township, South Alameda 
County, executed January 20, 1971 at San 
Francisco, California) Thus it is abundantly 
clear that programs suchas this have no 
“teeth,” since they expend the greater bulk 
of their time, energy, and money on family 
law (mainly divorces) problems and similar 
cases that are obviously non-controversal 
and non-impactive in terms of having 
broader social implications or relevance. 

It is all too clear that the accusations 
against CRLA are largely unfounded or 
insignificant, and that the real reasons for 
wanting CRLA out of commission are 
strictly political in the sense that CRLA has 
been effective in bringing about certain 
changes including the effective delivery of 
legal services to the poor in many instances 
at the expense of bucking great economic 
and political interests. It is indeed equally 
clear that the proposed substitute for 
CRLA-the Judicare setup—is a big farce, 
and another stale caqarruta for the poor to 
swallow. This, after all, is the real reason 
CRLA must die—so the poor can continue 
the swallow-the-caqarruta theme.

However, the prize for perhaps the most thorough “‘prank” 
to be pulled in the history of science must be awarded to 
paleontology, for the Piltdown forgery. In 1913 in Britain 
parts of a skull with an apparently simian jaw and human 
cranium were discovered. For nearly forty years these were 
thought to be parts of the head of Darwin’s “missing 


link”—the last piece in the evoluntionary puzzle joining apes 
and men. 


In the early 1950’s, the composite ape-man was discovered 
to be a hoax—but a horrifyingly elaborate one. Much thought 
and work had gone into the preparation of the fraudulent jaw, 
the staining of the bones to make them look realistic, and the 


deliberately faked appearance of fossilization. The entire job 


was so meticulously planned and carried out that it had many 
paleontologists completely fooled for nearly half a century. 


These revelations are only a few examples of the perverse 
sense of humor which possesses a fair number of scientists 
with a tenacity comparable to that of a perisitent salesman. 
And there is indeed an especially sharp gratified satisfaction to 
be derived from a prank cleverly devised and well-executed.

A new change in enrollment policy 


Frank C. Andrews, 
Associate Professor of 
Chemistry at Crown College 
and Chairman of the 
Committee on Educational 
Policy writes: 

“In the Spring of 1969, 
the Santa Cruz Division of 
the Academic Senate passed 
the following Regulation: 
“6.2.3. Any undergraduate 
student who has passed 36 or 
more courses may be denied 
permission to enroll again at 
Santa Cruz by the Provost of 
his College, upon the 
recommendation of the 
College Faculty.’ This was 
done in response to [an] 
increasing awareness that a 
very few UCSC 
undergraduates were 
unwilling to finish up their 


work after four years and 
graduate. Instead, these few 
proposed to stay on for fifth 
and even sixth years of 
undergraduate work. The 
Regulation was designed to 
permit Colleges to prevent 
abuses, but it was intended 
that nothing should 
jeopardize the opportunity of 
an undergraduate to remain 
four years (or the equivalent 
in case of transfer students) 
at UCSC.

happened to be implemented, 
students who for one reason 
or another had completed 36 
courses often were forced to 
document the reasons for 
their remaining at UCSC, 
even if they still had one or 
two quarters in which to 
graduate in June along with 
their entering class. We have 
therefore taken steps to 
correct this situation and to 
clarify it as follows: 


@ Students who have taken 
36 or more courses do not 


need to petition to continue 
enrollment. 

@ Where Colleges are aware 
of an individual student 
whose refusal to graduate 
creates problems, the Colleges 
are authorized on an 
individual basis to warn the 
student, to give him 
deadlines, if desirable, by 
which time he must have 
completed his work. 

@e Colleges may, if 
necessary, after proper 
warning, deny the student 
permission to enroll again. 


Selective Service System 
Closes draft loopholes 


The Selective Service 
System announced a new 
policy that closes two 
loopholes in draft regulations 
used by draft resistors and at 
the same time makes it easier 
for young men to be 
inducted in any part of the 
country, regardless of the 
location of their local boards. 

A Presidential Executive 
Order, published last month 
in the Federal Register, 
authorizes any called 
registrant to be voluntarily 
inducted at any Armed 
Forces Entrance and 
Examining Station (AFEES), 
provided that he reports to 
the AFEES prior to his 
scheduled date of induction, 
and after he has received his 
induction order. 

The new policy removes 
the restriction that formerly 
required “hardship” or “good 
reason” to support a request 
for transfer and eliminates 
the administrative 
requirement for a delay in 
induction for those 
registrants who have moved 
to new locations.

further provide that if the 
registrant does not submit for 
induction three or more days 
prior to his scheduled date, 
he must report on the date 
originally indicated to the site 
specified on his induction 
order. This means that men 
who choose to refuse 
induction will be referred for 
prosecution in the judicial 
districts which service the 
areas of their local boards. 
Implementing instructions to 
local boards on the new 
regulations will be issued 
shortly, Selective Service 
officials said. 

“The result of this change 
in regulations,” remarked 
Selective Service Director 
Curtis W. Tarr, “is that men 
requesting transfers in good 
faith will not be denied this 
Opportunity--in fact, they 
will have their rights to 
transfer broadened.” He 
continued, “On the other 
hand, registrants who seek 
transfers only for purposes of 
delaying induction or facing 
draft law violation changes in 
a different jurisdiction will 
find these loopholes closed.”

leaflet are quotes from 
professors who, according to 
the leaflet, have the “courage 
and integrity to speak out in 
times of crisis.” Included is 
the quotation by Dr. Walter 
Kohn, a physics professor at 
UCSD. Kohn told the Triton 
Times that the quotation 
which denounces 
infringements on academic 
freedom is accurate but he 
knows nothing about the 
Institute. Ace 
Campus Studies Institute 
mailings began to appear in 
students’ mailboxes shortly 
after Phillip Abbot Luce, a 
former Progressive Labor 
Party activist turned 
right-wing libertarian, gave an 
interview to the Triton Times 
in April, 1969. At that time 
Luce said, “‘the right will be 
heard from. You can expect 
to see at UCSD and San 
Diego State not only an 
increase in right wing activity 
but every student at UCSD is 
going to soon be receiving 
mailings concerned with the 
left wing and with the fight 
for democracy on _ this 
campus. It will come from a

distribution of this.” Luce is 
listed as a consultant to 
Campus Studies Institute. 

According to the San 
Diego Better Business Bureau, 
Campus Studies Institute was 
founded in April of 1969 asa 
division of World Research, 
Inc. of Columbus, Ohio. The 
San Diego based institute has 
Theodore B. Loeffler listed as 
its president. A San Diego 
businessman told the Triton 
Times that he attended a 
meeting in early 1969 at 
which a program of mailings 
to college students was 
discussed. This businessman, 
who asked to remain 
unidentified, said that at the 
time Loeffler was not 
involved. He said he did not 
know anything about 
Loeffler. 

Campus Studies Institute 
does not include in_ its 
literature information about 
organizational structure and 
the identity of its officers. It 
claims to have affiliates 
involved in cancer research 
and ecological studies. The 
affiliates, also listed as 
divisions of World Research, 
Inc., are called Medical 


Studies Institute and Ocean * 


Studies Institute. 

Loeffler came to San 
Diego in 1964 after working 
for ten years with a New

York publishing company. He 
became the principal officer 
of an _ organization called 
Constructive Action, Inc. 
According to Benjamin 
Epstein, National Director of 
the Anti-Defamation League, 
Constructive Action was “one 
of the more active, 
well-financed and energetic 
transmission belts for radical 
right propaganda.” According 
to Epstein, Constructive 
Action, with Loeffler as its 
“moving spirit,” concentrated 
on direct mailings programs 
aimed at 25 million 
Americans. 

Loeffler, who at the time 
was Western Director of 
Young Americans for 
Freedom, left Constructive 
Action in 1968. He then 
started his own publishing 
company called Viewpoint 


Books. The company, during 
its two year, history, has 
published five short books 
dealing with conservative 
topics. 

The 45 year old Yale 
University graduate maintains 
his business address at a 
back-alley storage room in 
the Pacific Beach district of 
San Diego. His actual business 
location, until this past week 
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was a suite of offices. several 
blocks from the listed 
address. The owner of the 
office building said that 
Loeffler moved ‘‘rather 
suddenly.’’ He left no 
forwarding address. 

When contacted by the 
Triton Times, Loeffler 
refused to answer any 
questions. He said all 
inquiries should be directed 
to his assistant, James W. 
Lockett. Lockett refused to 
grant an interview but agreed 
to consider answering 
questions submitted in 
writing. In refusing to grant 
an interview, Lockett 
explained that “Campus 
Studies Institute is not news 
according to the policy of our 
board of trustees.” He said 
that CSI considers “‘people as 
individuals, not as a mass like 
newspapers.” 

When the Triton Times 
sent 14 questions regarding 
CSI’s activities to Lockett, he 
sent a reply refusing to 
answer most of them because 
they involved ‘‘in-house 
information.” All questions 
relating to financing and use 
and amount of funds were 
left unanswered. 

When answers were given, 
they were vague and general. 
For example, Lockett’s letter 
stated, ‘‘Mr. Loeffler’s 
background is in sales 
management and marketing. 
background is in various

journalistic pursuits and in 
ranching.”’ He did not specify 
their backgrounds further. 
CSI refused to comply with 
further requests for 
information from the Triton 
Times. 

CSI’s promotional material 
mentions a “major project” 
involving “a study of campus 
violence and ways to prevent 
recurrances of campus 
disruptions and riots at 
American colleges and 
universities.” In his letter, 
Lockett said this project was 
“multi-facted,” but said, ‘“‘the 
details of this project should 
not be made available until its 
completion. 

CSI refused to provide the 
names of any other officers 
although Lockett said it 
maintains a paid staff of six 
and ‘,contracts for many 
others as needed.” However, 
brochures for soliciting funds 
list a number of “sponsors 
and consultants.” This list has 
in the past been called a 
“Board of Directors” and 
“Board of Advisors.” The 
Triton Times contacted as 
many of the people listed as 
possible. None of them could 
provide any information 
about the operations of the 
organization. 

Dr. William Freitas, a 
University of San Diego 
professor, told the Triton 
Times, “I only came to town

a few months ago. They 
asked me to be a sponsor. As 
I understand it they are 
against violance, and I agree 
with that so I said I would be 
a sponsor. I don’t really know 
anything else about them.” 
One retired Navy Admiral 
who is listed as a sponsor had 
to be reminded of what 
Campus Studies Institute is 


before he could recall that he 
is a sponsor. Karl Keating, a 
UCSD student, said he didn’t 
know much about the actual 
operations of CSI but 
thought that “they are good 
people.” 

None of these contacted 
knew of the existance of a 
Board of Trustees. John L. 
Buchanan, an _ advertising 
executive, said he has been 
‘“*quite active in the 
organization.”” Buchanan said 
he is a director (listed as a 
sponsor by CSI) but admitted 
that he has never seen any 
financial records of the 
organization. He said that 
Loeffler runs the Institute 
and could not “recall hearing 
about there being any 
trustees.” 

One of the persons listed 
as a consultant is a Dr. 
Richard Slemmer of Ohio 
States University. According 
to the Better Business Bureau 
in San Diego, Slemmer is 
listed as the president of 
Campus Studies Institute’s 
parent organization World 
Research, Inc. CSI consultant 
Karl Keating said that 
Slemmer is a professor, “‘l 
think in political science’, at 
Ohio State. Slemmer, 
contacted in Columbus, Ohio 


by telephone refused to- 


answer any questions relating 
to World Research, Inc. He 
did say that he was at one 
time a professor at Ohio State 
University. Asked which 
department he taught in he

Officials of Ohio State 
University said they had no 
record of anyone named 
Richard Slemmer teaching 
there. An official of the Ohio 
State University School of 
Law said he graduated from 
there “but sure didn’t teach 
anything.” Slemmer could 
not be contacted again but 
his secretary maintained that 
he had been a “professor at 
Ohio State University but I 
don’t know when.” 

The Columbus Better 
Business Bureau said that 
World Research has _ twice 
refused to provide any 
information about its 
activities. Slemmer refused to 
provide any information 
except to say that “operating 
divisions of World Research, 
Inc.. are Campus Studies 
Institute, Medical Studies 
Institute, Ocean Studies 
Institute, and Juristic Science 
Institute.” When asked about 
the identity of officials of 
Campus Studies Institute 
Slemmer replied that he 
didn’t ‘‘understand the 
question.” When askef if CSI 
had a board of directors he 
replied that he didn’t 
“understand the question.” 
After several rephrasings of 


the questions with the same’ 


reply Slemmer was asked if 
he was refusing to answer. His 
reply was that he didn’t 
“understand the questions so 
how can (I) refuse to answer 
them.” Asked again if he was 
refusing to answer he replied 
“that’s your inference.”

King memorial to spur peace move 
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issued by Herbert Foster, Jr., 
Chairman of the Coalition’s 
Co-ordinating Committee, the 
spring offensive is the result 
of “the tragic failure of the 
Congress” to bring about 
withdrawal from Southeast 
Asia. 

The coalition, based at 
139 Carol Ave. in Santa Cruz, 
is also working to attract 
support for a “massive” 
antiwar march and rally in 
San Francisco on Saturday 
April 24.
